to 100 people in a Telus Centre 
auditorium last Friday. 

Rees, who is best known for 
having devised the Ecological 
Footprint analysis (a quantitative 
measure of each human’s impact 
on the Earth’s resources), says 
human beings are capable of 


incredible self-delusions, and eco- 


nomic theory is one of them. 
According to Rees, we have 
embraced the myth of the neo-lib- 


eral paradigm — “a singular belief 


that has no basis in fact” — in 
which technology is capable of 
subbing for nature. Currently, he 
says, unsustainability is endemic, 
and economics is to blame. 
Calculating our global wealth 
based on economic indicators 
rather than what the planet can 


provide is one of the signs of what 


Rees calls an intellectual stupor 
that results in the ultimate implo- 


sion of culture. “We are eating our 


host. We are a parasite. We are a 
rogue species.” 

Sound bleak? Rees admitted 
almost right off the bat that 
“Much of my own work leads me 
to the depths of depression.” 

But the man himself could not 
have been more upbeat or inspir- 
ing.

In the years that followed, 
Mtukudzi developed such a 
unique style of African music that 
it’s now referred to as “Tuku” 
music — the affectionate nick- 
name given to the musician. He 
has become famous for clandes- 
tine messages under catchy music, 
tackling grim subjects like alcohol 
abuse, homelessness and AIDS. 
His latest CD, Viunze Moto (burn- 
ing ember), is about not taking life 
for granted. Several years ago, 
Mtukudzi lost three band mem- 
bers — including a brother — to 
AIDS-related illnesses. 

“People take things for granted. 
They take an ember for granted, 
that it’s not fire. But it is and it can 
still get away from us and burn 
everything.” 

Since Prime Minister Robert 
Mugabe took office in 1987, 
Zimbabwe has seen life expectan- 
cy plummet to 39 years, with an 
estimated one in four adults 
infected with HIV. Growing ten- 
sions between white landowners 
and government-supported squat- 
ters besiege the country. A burn- 
ing ember becomes a surreptitious 
reference to a tense nation teeter- 
ing on collapse. 

Therefore, Mtukudzi feels he 
must do his duty. “Artists can 
have a positive influence on infor- 
mation-sending, so they are oblig-

ed to help.” But he’s quick to 
point out that he’s not a politician. 
“Tam a musician, a human being 
like anybody else. I sing about 
everyday living, everyday peo- 
ple.” 

Mtukudzi was last seen in these 
parts at the 1999 Edmonton Folk 
Music Festival. Since that summer 
night, he’s released another three 
albums on the Putumayo World 
Music label — Tuku Music, Paivepo 
and Vhunze Moto — bringing to 41 


his total number of recordings. 
Touring in support of the latest 
release, next Thursday night's 
concert is part of the Putumayo 
World Music Party for the World 
at Winspear series. 

His nine-strong and longtime 
collaborators, the Black Spirits, 
featuring acoustic and electric gui- 
tars, keyboards, congas, bongos 
and a female chorus, will accom- 
pany Mtukudzi on a double-bill 
with the Latin and African beats 


of Ricardo Lemvo and Makina 
Loca. 

Mtukudzi’s music will always 
be a combination of groove and 
message. Traditionally, 
Zimbabwean music teaches by 
encouraging the community 
rather than shaming a single per- 
son's bad behaviour. 

“Tam not finger-pointing at 
individuals,” Mtukudzi says. “ 
am waving a hand at all of us.”

Armstrong's surprise, a bidding 
war erupted between publishers 
and he walked away with a two- 
book deal from Penguin. Night 
Watch is the 28-year-old’s debut 
short fiction collection. The afore- 
mentioned story, The Cane Field, 
later won the $10,000 Journey 
Prize. 

His book is attracting attention 
not only because of the travel that 
informs it but also because he 
writes from the point of view of 
the inhabitants of the South Pacifi 
and South America. He was deter- 
mined not to write a travel mem- 
oir. “I like to root things in a cer- 
tain fact that intrigues me,” he 
explains, “and then spin a narra- 
tive that tries to explain 
what could have hap- 
pened.”

Armstrong was back in 
Micronesia last December 
doing research for a novel 
slated to appear next fall. 
But he admits he’s attached 
to Vancouver now because 
of the writing community, because 
the ocean gives him a sense of 
potential escape when he needs it 
and because “the mountains don’t 
suck either.” He wears tiger-eye 
beads around his neck to attract 
guides, to lead one in the right 
direction. The affable sailor says 
he’s not superstitious, though. 
“Why not cover all of your bases?” 
he shrugs.

Budding entrepreneur 


Paying for Dutch travels by cutting weed a 
rare opportunity for a foreign visitor 


“Il KNOW OF SOMEBODY IF YOU 
need to make a few bucks quick,” 
said a friend. “It’s cutting weed. A 
lot of people do it.” 

I am beyond simply vacationing 
in Holland. As weeks turned into 
months, I had to get creative. 
Black money is common: in 
France you can pick grapes, in the 
Okanagan there are apples, and 
even in Egypt, if you’re lucky, you 
can work on a watermelon farm. 
But in Holland not everyone gets 
the opportunity to cut weed. 

I still have a hard time accepting 
the Dutch tolerance for public 
marijuana use, unable to imagine 
sitting on a park bench and spark- 
ing up a fat one while families 
stroll by on a Sunday afternoon. “1 
think Holland is very special and 
the rest of the world should do 
what we do,” my Dutch friend 
said. “Pot is no big deal. Smoking 
dope is a way of life here.” 

Even so, the legalities associated 
with marijuana are complex. 
Holland's many “brown” cafés, 
where it is legal to purchase mari- 
juana, are only allowed to have 
500.grams on hand at any time; an 
individual is allowed to carry five 
grams=Shops legally sell para- © 


phernalia for smoking and grows = 


ing. But growing marijuana is ille+ 
al. & 
: If growers are found with up to 
five plants, it is recorded and they 
pay no fine. Five to 100 plants net 
growers fines of 22 to 56 Euro per 
plant (about $30 to $80 Cdn). With 
100 to 1000 plants, a grower could 
receive two to six months in jail 
and a maximum fine of 11,350 
Euro. Nevertheless, growers can 
claim the income and write off

One of my future employers 
gave me a demonstration and a 
tour. “If you decide to work here, 
you'll be provided with cutting 
cloths and a towel for showering 
before you leave from your shift. 
Before you wash, it’s best to coat 
your hands with olive oil to break 
down the THC, followed by scrub- 
bing with sand. The smell is very 
hard to get rid of and it’s not wise 
to go walking around smelling like 
a plant.” 

I took the job. On my way to 
work the first day I was dogged by 
fear even though I knew that grow 
operations were common and that 
cutters faced little or no prosecu- 
tion if caught. Before being locked 
with another cutter in the stifling 
room, I was given explicit instruc- 
tions: “Don’t ever open this door 
for longer than a few seconds. The 
smell travels too quickly and the 
bright light will be visible through 
the windows to the street and may 
raise suspicion. Never be too loud 
or the neighbours will hear you 
and this may also raise suspicion.

Hundreds of buds went into 
black garbage bags after two days 
of drying on screen racks. Rather 
than trying to sell such high vol- 
umes on the streets, my employers 
sold the entire crop to one source 
Some growers have direct links 
with cafés that sell marijuana off 
the menu; others sell to shops that 
carry growing tools, which then 
distribute the lot to their café con- 
nections. 

“You're lucky to be a cutter,” I've 
been told. “There’s a lot of trust 
there because not many people out- 
side of the industry get even a 
glimpse of a garden — especially 
foreigners.” I had to laugh: I'm not 
sure if I feel lucky, although it was 
an impressive change from the 
office cubicle I worked in back 
home.

NOTHING SUCKS MORE THAN 
being young and beautiful and too 
broke to do anything about it. 
Double that if you’re Czech and 
you're living in perpetual catch- 
up to the rest of the world. Pity 
the young for what are they to do 
in a free market that considers 
them excessabour in a slumpy 
economy? One might look to two 
youth-themed Czech films show- 
ing as part of a package of Czech 
cinema at Metro. 

Drugs, for one. Helena 
Trestikova’s documentary, 
Trapped, tollows Katka, the most 
nonchalant junkie you've ever 
seen. We first meet her in a rehab 
facility, vowing to kick the habit 
once and for all. Minutes later, cut 
to a street corner in Prague where 
she has fallen off the wagon, and 
hard, with her new junkie 
boyfriend Lada, who thinks tthe 
only way to get straight is to hit 
bottom and bounce back up. Well, 
what do you think? They don’t 
make these documentaries for 
happy endings. 

Paid for their screen time, 
Katka and Lada seem only too 
keen to lay bare their addiction, 
ostensibly as a cautionary tale. It 
rings a little hollow, all their talk 
about how bad they feel and 
wanting the whole world to see 
their misery. Tearfully, they say 
they wish for an ordinary life, but 
good jobs and stability are fairy 
tales compared to the certainty of 
the morning fix. 

They are so matter-of-fact about 
it all that you never really get the 
sense of desperation or abjection 
that we're used to seeing in heroin 
narratives. No dead babies crawl- 
ing on the ceiling, no drug-addled 
murderous rampages. Just a 
straightforward addiction, quiet 
despair; “stereotypic lives,” as 
Katka describes her routine of 
theft and getting high.

where they grilled fist-sized meat- 
balls over charcoal and where a 
10-year-old could get his first taste 
of red wine and of the potent 
homemade plum brandy stocked 
in the basement 

A couple of decades later I was 
happy to find that old feeling — 
with its attendant booze-fuelled 
giddiness — in the cosy confines 
of Ziveli, Edmonton’s foremost, if 
not only, “Balkan Restorant.” For 
a Friday night, the joint wasn’t 
exactly jumping. A handful of 
folks lined the small bar, and four 
or five tables in the dining room 
were occupied. All the same, you 
could tell by the way the owner 
would grab a chair and visit with 
diners for a few moments that 
they were no strangers to Ziveli’s 
abundant charms. 






Wanting to get off on the right 
foot, we ordered a bottle of 
Vranac, a hearty Yugoslavian red 
wine which was certainly pleasant 
enough from the first sip, but 
stood up well to the flavours and 
seasonings of the ensuing food. 
The menu boasts a considerable 
Greek influence — the list of 
entrees includes moussaka, sou- 
vlaki, lamb, Adriatic shrimp and 
Greek-style ribs — with a few 
notable Yugoslavian dishes, like 
the Serbian meatballs and grilled 
Yugoslavian sausages. 

My companions and I decided 
to take our time and pick a num- 
ber of appetizers in the course of a 
couple of hours. The list of appe- 
tizers is extensive and, if the decor 
doesn’t transport you to a taverna, 
the selection certainly will. We 
started off with a dish of strong, 
briny olives and the dip platter 
featuring hummus, santziki and 
kopanisti, a dip made with feta 
and dill and concealing a fiery 
flourish of cayenne pepper, served 
with warm, fresh pita. Next came 
a platter of roasted red peppers in 
garlic. The sweet slices of pepper 
were perfectly cooked, tender but 
still firm, not too oily and lavished 
with garlic. Our order of saganaki 
(fried cheese) was still sizzling 
when it arrived at our table with 
half a lemon perched on top. As 
our diligent server refilled our 
wine glasses, we squeezed the

Our palates cleansed | 
the booze, we ordered som 
baklave, the house cake (a firn 
cooked custatd sandwiched 
between layers of phyllo) and a 
little espresso to wash it down 
The baklave came swimming 
honey sauce with a deliciou: 
touch of cinnamon, while th: 
house cake was a little dry, so w. 
just combined the two and totally 
cleaned the plates. 

Things get a little hazy here: the 
Owner sent over a round of beauti 
fully smooth brandy to top off our 
meal and, just about that tim 
another group of diners began 
smashing their plates on the floor 
to the general delight and merri- 
ment of the entire room. As | loat- 
ed out the door, I realized that | 
hadn’t indulged in the huge. spicy 
meatballs and Slivovitz that had 
gotten me all nostalgic in the first 
place. No matter — Ill be back at 
Ziveli before too long to delve a 
little deeper into their menu 

It’s worth noting that Ziveli 
offers a mezzé service where 
they’Il treat you to a dozen items 
off their menu for $21.99 per per 
son, which is one more reason to 
make an evening of it when you 
pay them a visit.
